HONES ‘WILL 
US BENEFITS’ 


A MAJOR new housing 
development could soon be 
built on Harlow’s doorstep - 
if plans to bulldoze the 
vacant Merck, Sharp & 
Dohme research and devel¬ 
opment centre are approved. 

The American pharmacueticals 
giant has submitted an outline 
planning application to East Herts 
District Council seeking permis¬ 
sion to transform its sprawling 
Terlings Park site in Gilston into a 
new residential estate. 

The firm has been trying to sell 
off the site for business use ever 
since the research facility closed 
almost five years ago, but a lack 
of demand has now prompted the 
company to change tack. 

If the application - which is

likely to be considered by EHDC’s 
planning committee on June 22 - 
is approved, up to 270 homes 
could be built on the 29-acre 
Brownfield site, along with new 
shops, a recreation area and com¬ 
munity facilities. 

New access roads could be 
added to the existing entrance on 
Eastwick Road, while new foot¬ 
paths and cycleways linking the 
development with Harlow Town 
Station - via Burnt Mill Lane to 
the south and Gilston village to 
the north - are also detailed in the 
proposals. 

The application even suggests 
part of the site could be opened up 


for use as public parkland, with 
green spaces and woodland featur¬ 
ing prominently in the plans. 

Chris Morris, executive director 
of facilities management at MSD, 
told the Star: “The planning 
application makes a positive con¬ 
tribution to meeting local housing 
requirements while retaining as 
much of the existing high quality 
and mature landscaping as possi¬ 
ble for the benefit of the local 
community. 

“Proposals for the new develop¬ 
ment also include linking the 
existing community of Gilston 
with the proposed new communi¬ 
ty - this includes allowing poten¬ 
tial pedestrian and cycle routes 
through the site to link it

Parents warn of 
playing 'danger 1 


FURIOUS parents have slammed the 
“dangerous” design of a new Harlow 
playground following a spate of acci¬ 
dents involving their children. 

According to parents whose youngsters use 
the Prentice Place play area in Potter Street, 
children have sustained injuries in recent 
weeks, including broken arms and a split eye. 

The parents believe the playground, which 
opened in December as part of a £354,000 
project to replace ageing facilities at Carters 
Mead, has not been properly designed for use 
by younger children. 

Julie Ward, of Park Avenue, whose three- 
year-old son Mitchell broke his arm at the 
playground, issued a warning to other parents 
before more young children are seriously hurt. 

“We are amazed that there are no safety 
signs advising of height or age restrictions - it 
almost seems like it’s not quite finished,” she 
told the Star. 

“In just a matter of weeks two children 
from our group have broken their arms, while 
another one badly split his eye open and need¬ 
ed stitches. 

“When one mum called the council about 
it, they told her that our children shouldn’t 
have been using the playground because they 
were too young. 

“When she asked about signs advising this, 
they said there hadn’t been enough money left 
in the budget - it’s ridiculous.”

Potter Street resident Rebecca Gargano, 
whose four-year-old daughter Lily broke her 
arm last week, added: “It’s a lovely park, but 
most of its apparatus is aimed towards older 
children, even though the majority of the kids 
that go to the park are of a younger age.” 

When plans for the new playground were 
originally approved in 2009, the council antic¬ 
ipated the facilities would include “a mix of 
fim and colourful equipment for young chil¬ 
dren”. 

The authority this week claimed the play 
area equipment met all industry safety stan¬ 
dards. 

Councillor Tony Hall, chairman of the 
council’s environment policy working group, 
told the Star: “Obviously it is unfortunate 
that there have been several incidents involv¬ 
ing injuries and we wish the youngsters 
involved a speedy recovery. 

“However, we do need to point out that it is 
up to the discretion of individual parents at the 
playground as to what equipment they think is 
suitable for their children to play on super¬ 
vised. 

“Signs suggesting age ranges for children 
are purely for guidance and would not over¬ 
ride a parent or guardian’s responsibility for 
their children.”

Sue's walk will help 
to train a guide dog

A DETERMINED Harlow 
woman who has already raised 
£91,000 for guide dogs in 
memory of her husband is 
preparing to top up her total 
with her seventh sponsored walk. 
When Sue Ratcliffe’s husband Gary 
(42) was killed almost seven years ago 
after being knocked off his bike, she 
decided to continue fundraising for the 
cause he was passionate about. 

Shortly before the accident, dog lover 
Gary had raised £2,000 with his 
Masonic lodge to co-sponsor a guide 
dog. Since then, Sue (44) along with 
family and friends has hosted regular 
fundraising events. 

“When we first started we were aiming 
to raise £5,000 as that is the cost of 
supporting a guide dog pup’s training 
for the first year of its life,” said Sue, 
of Sheering Road, Old Harlow. 
“However, after suggesting donations at 
Gary’s funeral, we had already reached 
£5,000 so we decided to just keep 
going to see how much we could raise.” 
For the latest event, 18 people will be 
walking almost 20 miles from Old 


Harlow to Chingford in London in 
fancy dress, with costumes ranging 
from Ali G to Sue’s special - a padded 
fat stripper suit! 

“We want it to be fun as that is what 
Gary was all about,” explained Sue. 
“He loved life and would have loved 
this; it is a reflection of the kind of 
person he was.” 

With the money raised to date, the 
group have already sponsored 16 guide 


dog pups in his memory. 

“Every time we get a new pup I feel a 
little bit of Gary goes with it,” said 
Sue. “We always name them after 
something that Gary would have liked. 
“But more than that we are also 
helping blind people to have some 
independence in their life which I know 
Gary would have wanted.” 

She added: “I am really proud of how 


well we’ve all done so far and just hope 
that with everyone’s continued and 
amazing support we can carry on into 
the hundreds of thousands.”

VICTORIA sponges, chocolate 
brownies and millionaire 
shortbread were on the menu at a 
Harlow mum's home when she 
held a 'big cake bake' to raise 
funds for cystic fibrosis research. 
Amanda Warrilow's seven-year-old 
daughter Jenna suffers from the 
condition so she organised the 
event to support the work of the 
Cystic Fibrosis Trust. 

"CF is one of the most common 
life-threatening hereditary 
diseases in the UK, although not 
much is commonly known about 
it," said Amanda, of Doulton 
Close, Harlow 

"My daughter was diagnosed when 
she was almost four and 


fortunately is one of the 'lucky' 
ones who has been responding 
really well to medication since 
then." 

Jenna, a pupil at Henry Moore 
School, takes around 25 tablets, 

10 vitamin pills and three 
nebulisers a day. She also needs 
two sessions of physiotherapy a 
week to loosen any mucus. 

"Jenna takes it all in her stride 
and copes brilliantly," said 
Amanda. "She was very keen to 
get involved with some 
fundraising and really enjoyed the 
big cake bake." 

Around 100 people attended the 
event, which also included a raffle, 
games and a cake decorating

and Gilston more effectively to the bot¬ 
tom of Burnt Mill Lane, which in turn 
leads to Harlow Town Station.” 

Harlow Council has been consulted 
by EHDC on the proposals, and a 
spokesman for the authority this week 
told the Star it had no objections to the 
plans. 

“The council does not wish to raise 
any objections to the proposed devel¬ 
opment as it does not appear to preju¬ 
dice potential options for the delivery 
of future growth in the Harlow area,” 
he said. 

The application has been welcomed 
by Harlow MP Rob Halfon, who told 
the Star the proposed new develop¬ 
ment could have “huge benefits” for 
Harlow. 

“Although the site is not technically 
part of Harlow, it could well be in the 
near future following boundary 
changes, and in any case it’s so close to 
the town it can only help to boost 
Harlow’s economy,” he said. 

“The site’s been empty for some 
years now so I welcome the prospect of 
it providing some much-needed new 
homes in the local area.” 

He added: “I would much rather see 
vacant Brownfield sites like Terlings 
Park redeveloped than watch the town’s 
green spaces being built on.”

Schools stick to 
academy plans 


THE governing bodies of three 
Harlow secondary schools are 
pushing ahead with plans to 
seek academy status. 

Following open discussions with 
parents, staff and other stakeholders, 
governors at Burnt Mill, Mark Hall 
and Stewards School have con¬ 
firmed they will proceed with the 
controversial proposals. 

If successful, the status will mean 
the schools will break away from 
local education authority control, 
with the option of arranging addi¬ 
tional financial input from an out¬ 
side sponsor. The Star understands 
that Passmores - the first of the 
three schools to announce its plans - 
has now reached the final stages of 
the process. 

A spokesman for the governing

bodies this week said that all schools 
remained fully committed to work¬ 
ing together in the best interests of 
their students. 

But David Forman, secretary of 
political pressure group Harlow 
Against the Cuts, said the schools 
had not properly consulted on the 
plans. 

He told the Star: “I think they are 
powering through, even though a lot 
of parents and even governors still 
don’t really understand what becom¬ 
ing an academy will mean in the 
long-term future. 

“We don’t believe in any way that 
academies improve the standards of 
education - quite the opposite. 


“I don’t think it will even profit 
the school as they don’t realise that 
they will have to provide all the 
things that Essex County Council 
did - from insurance to PAT tests - it 
will be expensive. 

“The only people who gain from 
academies are the heads and deputy 
heads who will see a bigger pay 
packet. It is disgusting and ultimate¬ 
ly all about money.” 

He added: “We challenge the 
heads of those schools to debate 
publicly about the pros and cons, 
with parents given the final vote. 

“If the parents reject the idea they 
shouldn’t go ahead with them. If 
they are in favour, then that is a dem¬ 
ocratically made decision and we 
will say no more.”

HARLOW Council has streamlined its 
senior management team in a move that 
will save the cash-strapped authority 
more than £100,000 a year. 

Strategic officer and chief financial officer 
Sunil Modaley was this week made redundant 
after a four-year stint at the Civic Centre. 

Sources told the Star that Mr Modaley had 
not been at work for several months. The council 
confirmed he had spent time off sick and then on 
annual leave, but declined to comment on 
whether his absence was linked to a decision to 
terminate his employment. 

In a statement issued through the authority 
earlier this week, Mr Modaley said he had 
“enjoyed” his time at the council. 

“I am immensely proud of having had the 
opportunity to make a real contribution to 
Harlow,” he said. 

His departure means the authority’s most sen¬ 
ior management team now consists of just two 
people - chief executive Malcolm Morley and 
chief operating officer Graham Branchett. 

In another significant move, the role of assis¬ 
tant chief executive - currently held by Cath 
Shaw - is also being altered to place a new 
emphasis on leading renewal and encouraging 
business investment in Harlow. 

Mr Morley said the changes would give tax¬ 
payers “value for money”. 

“The public rightfully expect value for money 
from the public sector, and we are concentrating 
our hard-pressed budgets on front line services,” 
he said. 

“In the context of these challenges and the 
evolving role of the council I have carried out a 
review of the senior management structure and 
decided, after consultation with the leader of the 
council, to make a number of changes. 

He added: “The council now has one of the 
leanest management structures in the country, 
but one that I believe is well set up to deliver on 
the council’s corporate priorities. 

“I would like to thank Sunil for the contribu¬ 
tion he made to the on-going evolution and suc¬ 
cess of the council. I wish him the best for the 
future.”

Report highlights 
'underclass' fears 


THOUSANDS of 
Harlow youngsters 
believe they will ach¬ 
ieve “few” or “none” 
of their goals in life, a 
new report by a lead¬ 
ing youth charity 
reveals. 

The study, carried 
out by the Prince’s 
Trust and the Royal 
Bank of Scotland, 
showed that those 
from deprived back¬ 
grounds - which 
equates to more than 
one in five young 
people in Harlow - 
were significantly 
less likely to believe 
they would enjoy suc¬ 
cess in later life. 

Regional director 
for The Prince’s Trust 
in the East of Eng¬ 
land, Graham Ball, 
said the aspiration 
gap between rich and 
poor youngsters was 
creating a “youth 
underclass”. 

“We simply cannot 
ignore this inequali¬ 
ty,” he said. “Our 
research suggests that 


all young people tend 
to start life with simi¬ 
larly high aspirations. 
However, those from 
poorer homes are sig¬ 
nificantly more likely 
to lose confidence in 
their own abilities as 
they approach adult¬ 
hood.” 

Harlow MP Rob 
Halfon said appren¬ 
ticeships were one of 
the best ways for 
youngsters to escape 
a life of poverty. 

“This is not a prob¬ 
lem that has happ¬ 
ened overnight,” he 
told the Star. “One 
of the reasons I go on 
about apprenticeships 
is because I think they 
are good for young 
people. They help to 
motivate them, give 
them opportunities 
they wouldn’t other¬ 
wise get and teach 
skills they wouldn’t 
have otherwise learnt. 

He added: “That is 
what will help young 
people escape poverty 
- not hand-outs.”

THE former leader of Essex 
County Council, on trial over 
claims he fiddled his expens¬ 
es, has told a court he be¬ 
lieved he was entitled to the 
money because he was 
“doing the work of four 
frontbenchers”. 

Cross-examined at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Tuesday, Lord 
Hanningfield was asked why he 
had claimed £27,000 to pay an 
assistant whose salary was in fact 
just £12,000. 

The Tory peer, who denies six 
charges of false accounting, said 
members of the House of 
Commons had been able to claim 
£130,000 a year for staffing costs 
but there was no such allowance 
for those in the Lords, adding that 
he claimed extra in some expenses 
categories to mitigate for losses in 
others. 

He told the court: “I was doing 
the job of four frontbenchers. On 
transport, for example, I was doing 
far more than you would in the 
House of Commons.” 

Asked if he made claims for 
journeys and accommodation in 
London on dates when he was in 
Essex because he felt the system 
was unfair, he answered: “I did it 
because all the other peers were 
doing it. I do know other peers 
who made similar claims but I will 
not name them.” 

He produced a biscuit tin which 
he claimed was full of receipts for 
meals and other expenses, mostly 
dating to 2003/4, which he could 
have claimed but did not.

“If you keep in mind that I have 
had a 40 year career, it adds up to 
tens of thousands of pounds,” he 
said. “I kept them because I 
thought one day I might get round 
to claiming them.” 

He added: “I do not lead an 
extravagant lifestyle. Most of my 
clothes are from Marks & Spencer. 
I enjoy the occasional glass of 
wine but that’s about it. 

“I have no savings, no stocks 
and shares, nothing like that.” 

The former Lords opposition 
frontbencher, who is being tried 
under his real name of Paul White, 
is alleged to have fraudulently 
claimed Parliamentary expenses 
for hotels in London between 
March 2006 and April 2009 when 
he did not actually stay overnight. 

On Monday, he told the court he 
was “horrified” to find himself 
being prosecuted. He said he spent 
just “a minute a month” filling out 
the forms, claiming he “quite hon¬ 
estly assumed” he could claim the 
maximum amount after learning 
that this was what 85 per cent of 
peers did. 

He told the court he saw the 
money as a “living out of London 
allowance rather than overnight 
subsistence. 

Prosecution and defence 
speeches were due to be delivered 
yesterday afternoon and the jury is 
expected to retire today (Thursday) 
to consider its verdict.

Signs point 
the way to 
town's past 


A STREET which has been home to 
pottery traders for 2,000 years, a 
bench where Cold War secrets were 
sold to the Soviets and Britain’s first 
high-rise residential building - all are 
Harlow landmarks which will soon be 
officially recognised with the installa¬ 
tion of new visitor signs. 

The 15 ‘monolith’ signs will go up around 
the town in a few weeks and each will carry 
an image and information about the history 
of the area - showing visitors that Harlow is 
so much more than just a New Town. 

Some of the town’s historic gems to be 
recognised include Potter Street, home to the 
pottery trade since Roman times, Nette- 
swellbury, a parish that can trace its origins 
back to 1060, and Mulberry Green, a coach¬ 
ing inn stop on the 19th century London to 
Norwich coach route. 

The signs will also commemorate some of 
the town’s more recent claims to fame, 
including two benches at the corners of 
Hamstel and Hodings Roads used as a meet¬ 
ing place for an RAF officer turned Soviet 
spy and his Russian KGB handler.

The Lawn, regarded as the first residential 
tower block in Britain, will get its own sign, 
while The Stow, one of the country’s first 
neighbourhood shopping centres, and The 
High will also be celebrated. 

Councillor Russell Perrin, chairman of the 
Regeneration and Enterprise Policy Working 
Group, said: “Harlow is obviously best 
known for its status as a New Town, but 
there is a wealth of historical detail that vis¬ 
itors, and indeed some residents, might not 
know. 

“This network of signs has been carefully 
chosen to mark a different facet of the 
town’s past and they range in their signifi¬ 
cance, from modern social history to Roman 
times. 

“We hope people really enjoy them and 
that they throw a new light on our town.” 

Funding for the project - a collaboration 
between Harlow Council, Harlow Renai¬ 
ssance and Harlow Civic Society - has come 
from the Government through its Growth 
Area Funding scheme.

Story behind 
Harlow's hills

A nyone who took part 
in Harlow’s Race for 
Life last Sunday will 
have been hit by the painful 
realisation that there are 
quite a number of hills in 
Harlow! 

And understandably most people at 
the time will have been cursing 
Mother Nature for the mountainous 
torment inflicted on local athletes. 
But any complaints should, in fact, 
be directed elsewhere because 
there is an individual responsible 
for Harlow’s hills - a landscape 
artist by the name of Dame Sylvia 
Crowe. 

Local history officer David Devine 
explained: “Crowe was appointed 
as consultant to Harlow New Town 
in 1947 where she remained as 
landscape advisor for 26 years. 

“It was her decision to use the 
large amount of excavated material 
generated during the town’s 
construction process to form larger 
mounds and hills, so technically 
she is the one responsible for 
causing Harlow runners some 
difficulty.” 

Dame Sylvia, alongside other

distinguished experts such as 
Harlow’s master planner Sir 
Frederick Gibberd and social 


development officer Len White, 
began her work in Harlow with a 
complete landscape assessment of 
the town. 

“Harlow was one of the few early 
new towns to be built entirely on 
green fields,” said David. “Roads 
were planned in open landscape 
and open space flowed through the 
town. 

“Some existing lanes, too narrow 
for motor traffic, were designed to 
form a network of footpaths or 
cycle tracks and most of the 
existing streams and watercourses 
were not channelled but used in a 
park setting to make the fullest use 
of natural features.” 

Working alongside head of the 
landscape section John St Bodfan 
Gruffydd until 1957, Dame Sylvia 
was involved in the detailed 
landscape design of the majority of 
Harlow’s residential areas and also 
designed play spaces, open 
recreation areas and the settings for 
industrial buildings. 

Ending her role as Harlow’s 
landscape advisor in 1973, she 
lived in Sussex to the ripe old age 
of 96. By the time she passed away 
in 1997 she had written a series of 
books about landscape issues 
which are now considered classics 
by those in the field.

Ex-pals in 
stand-off 
with knife 


A HARLOW man acc¬ 
used of threatening to 
“shank” a former friend 
must wait until next 
month to be sentenced 
after being found guilty of 
possessing a knife. 

Ben Cathome (23), of Rush¬ 
es Mead, followed Jed Martin 
and his partner to their Harlow 
home after they “had words” in 
Harlow town centre on May 28 
last year, Chelmsford Crown 
Court was told. 

The pair were then said to 
have become involved in a 
“Mexican stand-off”, with 
Cathome brandishing a knife 
on Mr Martin’s front lawn 
before the pair went their sepa¬ 
rate ways. 

On Monday, Cathome was 
found guilty of possessing a 
bladed article and remanded 


on bail for pre-sentence 
reports. He will learn his fate at 
a sentencing hearing on June 
20 . 

Cathorne, whose parents 
had recently died, had told the 
court he was upset after Mr 
Martin called him an “orphan 
and a scumbag” but claimed he 
had never threatened his for¬ 
mer pal. 

Giving evidence, he said he 
had gone out to the shops on 
the day of the incident, and that 
shortly after returning home, 
“armed police with tasers” 
arrived to arrest him. 

“I didn’t know where [Jed 
Martin] lived -1 twice went to 
the nearby shops after arriving 
home from the town centre,” 
he said. 

“While shopping there with 
my girlfriend, I bumped into 
Jed and he called me a scum¬ 


bag and an orphan. My mum 
and dad had recently passed 
away. I turned around and told 
him to ‘shut up, ft 5 ** off and 
leave me alone’.” 

But Mr Martin told the court 
that Cathome had gone to his 
house and stood on his front 
lawn brandishing the knife. 

“I went to the communal 
door, he was saying ‘come on,’ 
I saw he had a knife and said 
something about shanking 
me,” he said. 

“He was standing there ges¬ 
turing with the knife saying 
‘come on, I’m gonna shank 
you.’ I thought he’d seen too 
many films. 

“I said ‘go on - do it’, but he 
wasn’t prepared to step 
towards me - I knew my part¬ 
ner had called the police and I 
went inside. He started to walk 
off.”

B LOOD may be thicker than 
water but it can be spilt just 
as easily and that’s certainly 
true in Diary Of A Wimpy Kid 2: 
Rodrick Rules. 

Based on Jeff Kinney’s best-selling 
book, David Bowers’s sequel 
continues the trials of wise-cracking 
tyke Greg Heffley, who first exploded 
to life in a series of online cartoons. 
Exploiting his readers’ nostalgia for 
school days and the innocence of 
childhood, Kinney sold more than a 
million copies of his first novel and has 
so far sold 43 million copies of his five- 
book series, which unfolds through 


the eyes of a pre-teen narrator with 
delusions of greatness. 

Released in summer 2010, the film 
version of Diary Of A Wimpy Kid lost 
some of the wit and edginess of the 
books yet still struck a chord with 
audiences despite an unsympathetic 
and selfish lead character. 

Thankfully, Bowers’s film presents us 
with a far more endearing hero to root 
for. 

Sibling rivalry underpins the first hour 
before a contrived sequence that 
forces the brothers to fib for each 
other and ultimately lays the 
foundations for a lasting friendship. 

Seventh-grader Greg Heffley (Zachary 
Gordon) thinks all of his problems are 
solved now he has moved up a year at 
Westmore Middle School. 


Alas, insults in the corridor are nothing 
compared to the bullying he suffers at 
home from older brother Rodrick 
(Devon Bostick). 

“Having a brother is one of the most 
important relationships you will ever 
have in your life,” declares the boys’ 
mother Susan (Rachael Harris), who 
writes a parenting column for the local 
newspaper. 

To the despair of her husband Frank 
(Steve Zahn), Susan concocts a hare¬ 
brained scheme to force Greg and 
Rodrick to spend some quality time 
together. 

Meanwhile at school, Greg tries to 
catch the eye of pretty classmate Holly 
Hills (Peyton List) while embarking on 
misadventures with long-suffering pal 
Rowley (Robert Capron) and 
classmates Fregley (Grayson Russell) 


and Chirag Gupta (Karan Brar). 

Diary Of A Wimpy Kid 2: Rodrick 
Rules is more entertaining than its 
lacklustre predecessor but has the feel 
of a straight-to-DVD film that has 
cheekily snuck into the multiplexes. 

Gordon and Bostick spend the 
majority of the film at loggerheads 
before the inevitable strengthening of 
fraternal bonds while Capron, Russell 
and Brar are side-lined to the point 
they are almost redundant. 

However, rising star Gordon weathers 
the water bombs of outrageous 
misfortune with good humour. 

If the third book in Kinney’s series, 
Diary Of A Wimpy Kid: The Last 
Straw , ever makes it before the 
cameras, it will certainly live up to its 
title.

IF you’re currently trying to 
sell your property then may I 
suggest you look away now 
as this isn’t going to make 
pleasant reading. 

Never in British property 
history has it been more 
difficult to sell your property at 
the price you’re marketing it 
for. 

A bunch of cheery souls at the 
National Institute of Economic 
and Social Research have 
published their latest research 
and declared that property 
values will fall by four-and-a- 
half per cent this year and 
continue falling over the next 
five years, making it a 
whopping 10.5 per cent in real 
terms. This will possibly be 
the longest ever period of 
falling house prices seen in 
the UK. 

The Land Registry reported 
the biggest monthly drop in 
house prices in more than two 
years in March, and the 
NIESR added that inflationary 
pressures in the coming years 
would erode any rise in 
nominal house prices. 

To make matters worse, this 
prediction came as ratings 
agency Standard & Poor also 
forecast a five per cent fall in 
house prices during 2011 due 
to George Osborne's austerity 
budget deterring prospective 
buyers from taking the plunge. 

A NIESR spokesman said: 
“House prices have been 
overvalued for much of the 
past decade, but with current 
low borrowing costs they look 
about right. 

“However, borrowing costs 
are likely to rise over the next 
five years as policy rates set 
by the Bank of England move 
from crisis levels near zero to 
normal levels of around five 
per cent. These increases are 
likely to induce real house 
prices to fall by around two 
per cent a year for the next 
five years.” 

Sellers, I told you it wasn’t 
pleasant but there will be 
plenty of people who will 
delight in the fact that house 
prices may finally become a 
little more realistic.

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Volvo on an economy drive

I F you’ve managed to get 
this far in your motoring 
life without sparing a 
thought for fuel bills or the 
environment then I’m 
secretly impressed, because 
there’s nothing like the tide 
of public opinion to raise 
something to the top of the 
agenda. 

It wasn’t that long ago that 
hardly anyone knew about 
carbon dioxide emissions, but 
these days it’s more socially 
acceptable to banter about 
g/km than bhp. 

Volvo aren’t ashamed to admit 
they've been in the business of 
making family cars for decades 
now. They know what works 
and what doesn’t. 

Their long-deserved reputation 
for safety is still an ever-present 
too, yet perhaps of greater 
interest now is an emphasis on 
creating cars that are good to 
look at and very economical. 

An impossible combination 
maybe? 

There’s a new V60 DRIVe that 
represents a serious attempt to 
fill all of those roles. 

You should be familiar with the 
regular V60 by now: a slick, 
modern Volvo right down to its 
core and yet still able to do all 
the boring stuff like they 
always have. But the DRIVe 
model brings with it the ability 
to achieve some remarkably 
efficient figures. Try 62.8mpg

and 119g/km for the V60, a 
fraction better for the S60 
saloon. 

What’s more, rather than the 
pie-in-the-sky figures that many 
seem to think the official 
statistics are, a little application 
makes them achievable. To 
prove it, Volvo set us the task of 
driving a new V60 DRIVe from 
their UK headquaters in 
Marlow to Mayrhoffen in 
Austria on a single tank of fuel. 
My geography is poor at the 
best of times but I know that 
840 miles without refulling is 
no mean feat. It will be worth 
the effort though as every 
spring Volvo is the key sponsor 
of the Snowbombing Festival 
which combines winter sports 
with some top-drawer music 
acts. It seems a long way away 
at this point, however. 

Despite not even being run in 
yet, the 1.6-litre diesel unit gives 
the kind of low-speed pull that 


we’ve come to expect thanks to 
the 1991b.ft of torque available 
from just l,750rpm. There’s a 
six-speed manual gearbox too, 
rather than the five speeds that 
many eco-specials are lumbered 
with. 

The V60 rattles off the 100 
miles to Folkestone and the 
Channel Tunnel crossing with 
little effort and once on the 
French side sticking to a steady 
75mph is much easier. 

The cabin does a fine job of 
looking after its occupants, 
with seats that are very 
supportive and comfortable. 
There’s also a healthy 
complement of equipment as 
this is no stripped-out economy 
model. 

Better still, if you go for the R- 
Design model innocent passers- 
by would mistake it for the hot 
model in the range. R-Design 
gets you very attractive and 
large alloy wheels, a tasteful 


bodykit for sportiness but not 
showiness and sharper 
suspension. Much as we’d like 
the more handsome version 
here, we’re thankful for the 
softest suspension over broken 
French roads. 

By the end of day one we were

Day two meant getting on with 
it. Not only did we have all 
those miles to cover but the 
party at the end of it. The 
temptation of derestricted 
autobahn through Germany 
was largely resisted, although 
we did up the pace a little as 
even in a comfortable and 
attractive cabin, the 700th 


motorway mile was begining to 
grate. 

We also began to make even 
more use of the decent cabin 
space. As with any road trip, 
the amount of accumulated 
detritus increases but the V60 
swallowed it all quite happily. 
The increased sense of urgency 
had also chipped away at our 
average economy and so as we 
approached Mayrhofen we had 
to fully exploit the roadholding 
in order to avoid braking unless 
absolutely necessary 
Thankfully the V60 was 
faithful, benign and grippy, 
despite low rolling resistance 
tyres. 

Remarkably, and despite the 
seemingly-dubious end to the 
story, the V60 indicated zero 
fuel in the tank and zero range 
with 15 miles still go. 

Holding our breath and 
everything else (particularly 
over the level crossing) it 
trundled happily up to the hotel 
without a single cough or 
splutte - 830 miles down, 
56.4mpg on the trip computer. 

It might not be the kind of 
thing that a family will 
regularly undertake but the 
point was proven emphatically. 
The V60 DRIVe demands very 
little in the way of compromise 
from its occupants, yet delivers 
pretty impressive fuel 
efficiency with a little in 
reserve. 

And that proves you don’t have 
to sell you soul to save the 
planet

Watts the 
story? 

GB glory 

SPRINTER Sam Watts 
produced two excellent 
performances at the 
Loughborough International 
as his reputation continues 
to blossom in the world of 
athletics. 

The 19-year-old Harlow-born 
athlete defeated highly-rated 
Great Britain sprinter 
Richard Strachan to secure 
the runner-up spot in the 
200m in the first major 
fixture of the 2011 McCain 
Challenge Series. 

Strachan is coached by GB 
Olympic Gold Medal winner 
Linford Christie. 

Watts’ time of 20.8 seconds 
smashed the European 
Junior Championships’ 
qualifying time of 21.25s. 
However, because of the 
almost gale-force conditions, 
the race time will not count 
towards qualifying for the 
Euro Champs in Estonia in 
July. 

But it seems only a matter of 
time before Watts breaks 
through this barrier. 

He has already qualified for 
the 100m at Tallinn, Estonia, 
this summer. 

On Saturday, the former 
Leventhorpe School student 
was just fractions of a 
second behind the winner, 
English senior athlete and 
Birchfield Harriers star 
Danny Talbot (20.6s).
